other emergency agencies. 


It was agreed to extend all these 


emergency acts until June 30, 1939, 
with the provision the president by 
proclamation, could end the lend- 
ing functions of the RFC. 


In his annual message yesterday, 


President Roosevelt asked that con- 
gress act at once to extend these 
powers, many of which are the key- 
stone of the administration s fiscal 
policies.

CONGRESS MEETS AND THE PRESI- 


DENT SPEAKS 


•'Over - production, 
under-production 


and speculation,"' said the President, "are 
three evil sisters "\vho distill the troubles 
of unsound inflation and disastrous defla- 
tion.'1 That statement is apparently sound 
but if it were advanced in the effort to 
justify conditions concerning relief in this 
country it "will fail excepting as a very 
fine flourish of rhetoric. 


Mr. Roosevelt recognized "the most 


far-reaching and the most inclusive prob- 
lem" as that of unemployment. He must 
watch his step else future presidents with 
strong arguments to support them may be 
able to indicate that it was his own poli- 
cies, his methods as distinguished from 
the amount involved, that made relief 
grow even as the depression faded out 
in the distance. 


The great error of the Roosevelt admin' 


istratlon in relation to relief cannot be 
softened by excuses nor forgiven by fur- 
nishing rhetorical flourishes. It was an 
error thatjwas known to be an error when 
it was made by everyone who had any- 
thing to do with it, including the Presi- 
dent. But it had certain political advan- 
tages including the thrilling pulsations 
that go through all our breasts when we 
are enabled to do something taking on 
the appearance of magnificence—a thrill 
that should be denied those who handle 
others' affairs. 


The President literally threw! the reins 


on the horses" backs, lashed them with a 
whip and let them find the road and take 
their own speed. As a result there has 
developed and is now still swiftly devel- 
oping the habit in certain quarters of de- 


. pending on the government. 
How is 


this habit to be broken? Who will break 
it? Has Mr. Roosevelt the courage? 


Every indication on the horizon is that 


this habit is going to continue to grow. 
The mayors of a'hundred major cities 
asked to add half a million people to WPA 
payrolls at an expense of nearly another 
billion. Representatives from the mid- 
western states organized a bloc in con- 
gress to demand "continued WPA jobs 
and wages" for farmers who find them- 
selves in distress. 
Senators are declar- 


ing that they are deluged with letters in- 
spired by WPA organizations "for larger 
WPA appropriations." 
WPA workers in 


many cities declare for strikes upon hear- 
ing that there will be a cut in work relief 
payrolls. The Workers Alliance demands 
that 300,000 more be added to WPA pay- 
rolls, 1he entire payroll increased an- 
other 20 per cent because living costs are 
going up. and that unless they get results 
there will be a march on Washington. 
That would be a pretty picture for our 
popular President! 


Make r.o mistake about the condition 


of public opinion in this country. It wants 
relief continued where it is reasonably 
necessary. But it also wants the elimina- 
tion of the waste and corruption that 
have attended federal control. It wants 
to help those who need help just as well 
as it does not want to help the loafers and 
malingerers. 


Here is the biggest question in the 


country "today. Matters of over-produc- 
tion or under-production or speculation 
are problems that may be solved by con- 
gressional action. But you cannot solve 
unemployment that way to any material 
degree. 
• 
In a way we think it is fortunate that 


Mr. Roosevelt was reflected. He is re- 
sponsible for the mess that was made of 
relief. It is up to him to get us out. 


most important forum of discussion in the 
land, the barber shop.

a great many names of men and women 
whose descendants might be living in 
Germany today had they not been driven 
out by a combination of lack of oppor- 
tunity and harshness of government. 


No doubt a great many of these peo- 


ple came to Wisconsin. One runs across 
such names as Scherer, Engels, Thielen, 
Schwartz, 
Wagner, 
Klaus, 
Schneider, 


Heinrich, Annen, Herrmann, Hoffmann, 
Roder, Werner, Kettenhofen, Barth, Beck- 
er, Cochems, Altmeyer and the like. The 
first names that predominate are Mathias, 
Nikolaus, Johann, Karl, Jakob, Franz and 
Konrad. 


What does it profit the Nazis to in- 


crease their population when they cannot 
take care of what they have? Those that 
are sent out through the world by reason 
of compulsion, either of economic condi- 
tions or government, do not make en- 
thusiastic heralds for the 
fatherland. 


Rather do they make unusually good citi- 
zens where they go, helped in this re- 
spect, no doubt, by comparing the land of 
their birth and the land in which they 
live. 


It would be good were Herr Hitler to 


reflect upon what would happen to the 
Reich if he would promulgate a decree 
permitting departing Germans to take the 
proceeds of their property with them and 
at the same time our congress passed an 
act throwing down the bars to" their en- 
trance to this country. 


The story of a century ago would be 


repeated only with infinitely more deci- 
sion and dispatch. 


DEATH GALORE WITH THE 


ACCIDENT-ADDICTS 


The National Safety Council estimates 


that 37.000 people were killed on Ameri- 
can roads by automobiles during 1936. 
A press survey puts the figure 700 higher. 
Presently, of course, we shall have the 
precise numbers after the usual sifting 
and checking has been finished. 


But enough is known to insure us in 


the conclusion that sudden death on our 
highways is increasing steadily, persist- 
ently and ambitiously. 


A dozen or more major causes are as- 


signed. 
Many of them are alibis. The 


latest cause from California is improper 
road engineering. 
That is a condition 


and not a cause. Causes are behind the 
wheels of the" cars. 
They are human. 


They may be aided by conditions, and im- 
proved conditions may save them, but the 
cause, we insist, is at the wheel. 


And in the gleaning of truth from all 


these statistics there stands out larger and 
larger every year, "the accident-addict," 
the man or woman who is the center of 
one collision after another. 


When will we realize, and act upon 


the realization that such people must be 
kept away from the wheel? It is not that 
they are vicious. It may not even be that 
they are particularly careless. It is that 
they drive under certain circumstances 
without regard to the warnings of possible 
danger that are naturally accepted by 
others.

I do re- 
member some of the many things 
the bright young man (some pro- 
tege of the man who owned the air) 
who censored my manuscript spe- 
cifically forbade me to mention. 
One was the way to break the con- 
stipation habit. Another was a de- 
scription of the way respiratory in- 
fections are commonly spread in tHe 
conversational spray. It seemed that 
women and children were likely to 
listen to radio programs and the 
dear things must hear nothing un- 
pleasant, only pretty 
fairy tales, 


Now if I could get my odd notions 
about such things over in the guise 
of funny stories or little dramas or 
something like that, so that listen- 
ers would not take it too seriously, 
well and. good. But the unvarnish- 
ed truth, no. It was far too depress- 
ing. 


Boys and girls and even some 


adolescents who still follow the 
ways of youth can and should take 
pie a la mode or ice cream straight 
or pudding or cake or whatever 
dessert they like to top off a dinner.

In Washington

Washington—Out of the supreme 


court decision upholding the Boli- 
via-Paraguay arms embargo it al- 
most certain to come a congression- 
al drive to give the President mere 
and more power under the neutral- 
ity act 


The decision stated that certain 


gun makers, 
aviation 
companies 


and others selling machine guns 
and other eqiupment to Bolivia in 
1934 in violation of the Chaco arms 
embargo must take their punish- 
ment. The accused, in defense, had 
contended the President, in impos- 
ing the embargo, was exercising 
powers which congress could not 
delegate him. The court simply said 
"phooey" to that. 


In fact, the court said, while 


there are limitations upon the dis- 
cretionary authority that can be 
delegated to the President in do- 
mestic affairs, there are few limi- 
tations upon the authority which 
can be delegated to him in foreign 
affairs. 
* 
* 
* 
Calms Diplomats 


That was soothing to many a 


diplomatic brow. Weeks before the 
decision came down, state depart- 
ment officials expressed fear, pri- 
vately of course, that a decision 
limiting the President's powers in 
the Chaco case might upset the 
neutrality act. This measure, pass- 
ed first in 1935, directs the Pres- 
ident to embargo arms shipments 
to all nations at war, without pre- 
ference. The principal discretion al- 
lowed him is ih'deciding when there 
is war. 


Two reasons are advanced lor 


the state department's concern: 


First—The neutrality act has be- 


come immensely'popular. 


Second—It forms the foundation 


of the United States' participa- 
tion in the Buenos Aires peace con- 
ference. 


With his sample case containing 


an American model neutrality law, 
Secretary Hull went 
to Buenos 


Aires to try selling the idea to all 
the Americas. It was a big assign- 
ment and Mr. Hull didn't fully get 
it across. He got part way. An 
agreement was reached by which 
all the American republics, in time 
of war danger in the Americas or 
abroad, will consult together in an 
effort to reach a "common" basis of 
action.

Opens Door To Congress 


In that agreement, coupled with 


the supreme court decision, lies the 
possibility of congressional action 
Under the present neutrality act, 
the only "common" basis of ac- 
tion the President could agree up- 
on would be strictly impartial neu- 
trality. He couldn't agree to embar- 
go an aggressor and allow arms to 
go to the nation listed as an "inno- 
cent victim." 


In debating the neutrality mea- 


sure, several senators contended it 
would be unconstitutional to at- 
tempt giving the President power, 
in effect, to participate in "sanc- 
tions" against an aggressor. .But 
now the supreme court says there 
is virtually no limit to the discre- 
tionary power that can be imposed 
upon the President in his foreign 
negotiations. 


That simply throws open the 


door to the very considerable bloc 
in the senate and house willing to 
grant, 'especially to President Roo- 
sevelt, a whole bagful of author- 
ity, even beyond what the Presi- 
dent has independent of congress. 


Incidentally, who can say now, 


in the light of Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
cently reported contemplation of a 
conference of world leaders, just 
what bold steps the President has 
in mind? 
Fog Protection 


Against Air Raids 


Results of Experiment In- 


dicate City Would 


Be Secure 


That London in the event of a 


gas raid would be practically im- 
mune when fog mingled with smoke 
enshrouded the metropolis is as- 
serted as one of the results of re- 
cent experiments. It would be im- 
mune, not merely 
because 
the 


thick atmosphere would obscure the 
enemy's vision, but because it also 
would absorb or neutralize the 
gases let lose from the bombs drop- 
ped. 


The Air Raid Precautions Depart- 


ment of the Home Office has ask- 
ed the War Office to help in the 
experiments, which will be made 
in streets in all parts of London, so 
that data may be collected regard- 
ing the immunity or otherwise of 
certain districts. 


Meteorologists from the Imperial 


College of Science and Technology. 
South Kensington, will carry out 
the tests and will work under the 
direction of D. Brunt, Professor of 
Meteorology at the college. Several 
tests have already been 
carried 


out in Onslow Gardens, Chelsea. In 
one instance a smoke bomb WPS 
lighted in the middle of the street 
and dense clouds of smoke were 
produced. Three observers watched 
the smoke, noted the velocity of the 
wind with the help of a fan gauge, 
and made notes of the movements 
of the smoke as it drifted. 


Professor Brunt stated that gas 


always behaved like smoke. In par- 
ticular, special ^ attention will be 
paid to the behavior of smoke near 
tall blocks of flats, many of which 
are now being built in Central Lon- 
don.

"It is my earnest belief that in 


this drive to curtail 
accidents by 


the entire police 
department of 


this city and especially the motor 
contingent, that 
the speeder, the 


reckless driver and the arterial 
jumper will be driven from the 
streets," 
Lieutenant 
Herbert W. 


Kapp of the 
police 
department 


stated in an annual report on acci- 
dents to Chief George T. Prim. 


In 1936, he stated, there were 192 


accidents in the city, 83 persons in- 
jured including 32/pedestrians, and 
1 death. In 1935 there were 165 ac- 
cidents, but 
97 persons were in- 


jured, including 27 pedestrians, and' 
7 were killed. 


"This year shows a greater num- 


ber of accidents due to the fact that 
more outdoor vehicles were licensed 
By the state and that the gasoline 
consumption was 15 to 20 per cent 
greater than iti 1935," he reported. 


"1936 was marred by only one ac- 


cidental death. This death, though 
not the fault of the teachings of the 
police department, nevertheless is 
charged against traffic. The history 
of the accident deals with car back- 
ing out of a private driveway and 
colliding with a 4-year-old tot who 
was on the sidewalk in the path of 
the car. 


Injuries Not Serious 


"The injuries resulting from these 


traffic accidents were not of a seri- 
ous nature, though serious enough 
in the eyes of the injured. Pedestri- 
ans injured are slightly ori the in- 
crease this year, but it is gratifying 
to know that the injuries sustained 
were not dangerous.

The present congress, in the opinion of Mrs. Simons, will take up the 


question of neutrality, minimum wage, the spoils system and, in all 
probability, changes in the Social Security law and taxation. She also 
expressed the opinion that the time is ripe for consideration of uniform 
marriage and divorce laws throughout the United States, adding that 
marriage should be made harder or divorce easier. 


"Spoils System" 


In discussing the spoils system in government, the speaker pointed out 


several fallacies in public thinking as follows: That to the victor belongs 
the spoils, "meaning an entire chang 
oi personnel in government affair 
every four years; that the duties o 
public office are so simple that any 
one can do them: that charity begin 
on, the public payroll, meaning tha

appendicitis, or the appendix may 
become inflamed following a gen- 
eral sickness 
such as measles, 


mumps, chicken pox, scarlet fever, 
influenza and other diseases. Fre- 
quently appendicitis attacks with- 
out warning of previous recognized 
illness. 


"The appendix is a small worm- 


like organ, 
about three to five 


inches long and about as 
large 


around as a pencil 
It is attached | 


to the large intestine just at the 
junction of the small and large in- 
testine. 
The position of the ap- 


pendix frequently can be located 
by placing the right hand on the 
hip, with the fingers pointing to the 
center of the abdomen. It is not 
unusual, however, for the appendix 
to be located in the tipper section 
of the abdomen or even on the left 
side. 


"The first pain of an attack of 


appendicitis is generally in 'the 
pit of the stomach.* Pain in the re- 
gion of the appendix is a later man- 
ifestation of the attack. 


"Each year five hundred people 


die from appendicitis Four out of 
five die needlessly. The deaths can- 
not be attributed to improper, or 
inferior, surgical technique, but are 
attributed to two factors—laxatives 
and delay. When no laxatives are 
given at the cnset of the attack 
only one out of each hundred die, 
when one or two doses of laxatives 
are taken, five to fifteen in every 
hundred cases die. Similarly, when 
delay occurs the death rate in- 
creases 
with 
every 
hour 
that 


elapses 


"Three simple rules will reduce 


the number of deaths from appen- 
dicitis. First, never take a cathar- 
tic or laxative when you have ab- 
dominal pain. 
Second, do not eat 


if you have a pain in or near the 
abdomen. Give nothing by mouth 
and treat every stomachache as if 
it were serious, until proven other- 
•wise. Third, do not delay. Abdom- 
inal pain, cramps, or soreness last- 
ing for hours is usually serious.

Some historians' state that the 


famous Grand canal .was started 
while one of the Chow kings was 
on thfe throne. They say a trench 
130 miles long was dug to connect 
the city of Chinkiang with a riv- 
er.

Iii later centuries, and while oth- 


er lines of kings held the throne, 
much work was done' to make the 
canal longer. During the reign of 
Kublai Kahn, about 650 miles were 
added, and the canal'was made to 
join a river which flowed through 
Peking, northern capital city. 


The commerce along the Grand 


canal has been great beyond meas- 
ure. It is safe .to say that hun- 
dreds of thousands of boats have 
been used .on it. 
From time-'.to 


time, it .has been choked with mud, 
becoming so shallow^that it was 
of little'use until work was done 
to deepen it. During recent times 
it -has not been so important.as;in 
the past, because a railway has 
covered almost the same route, but 
it still is a great monument to the 
labors of the Chinese.. It has been 
compared to the Great Wall of 
China as an "olden wonder." 


Some historians believe the be- 


ginning of the Great canal dates 
back only a little more than 1,300 
years, to the Sui dynasty instead 
of the Chous.

Take 
away that enemy and you will never have that de- 
mand."

•about the results of that trip let me 
give you the location of the Little 
Rice river. 


This is a small stream, the entire 


length of which is in Oneida coun- 
ty. It rises just east of the eastern 
boundary line of an area known as 
the Chequamegon National Forest, 
and flows southward into the'west- 
ern extremity of Lake Nokomis. I 
give this in detail for the reason 
that the Little Rice river is not 
shown on ordinary highway maps.

During that day and the succeeding 
one the total catch made by all of 
us was.250.speckled trout, an aver-

-of about eight each day per 


man, but none of these fish was 
large. 


Used Spinner and Fly 


During the night following the 


second day it rained hard. It -was 
our belief that this would end trout 
fishing for the time being, conse- 
quently most of the fishermen left. 
I decided to go out once more, how- 
ever. The sun was shining bright- 
ly and it was warm when I began 
fishing. I used a small nickelled 
spinner to which was attached a 
fairly large, gray-colored artificial 
fly. 


This happened to be the ideal 


lure for larger fish at that time: It 
required about three hours for me 
to cover the entire stretch of water 
from the springholes down to the 
dams. And, by the day, all fish- 
ing at this place was done froni 
boats. 
I left the 
stream 
with 


twelve speckled beauties that aver- 
aged about a foot in length. 


This stream 
has much larger 


fish, however, including rainbows. 
Some were caught there-later in the 
season that weighed between four 
and five younds apiece, and by 
fishermen using surface flies. The 
depth of water is from'about three 
to ten feet, the width of the stream 
varying from a couple ol yards in 
a few places -to thirty or more feet. 
It has been well stocked by the 
owners and, I am satisfied that by 
reason 
of 
improvements 
which 


have been made on it since last 
year, .it will afford 
much better 


fishing., during the coming season. 
A nominal charge is made for fish- 
ing it, but this is preferable to 
spending much more money to get 
onto some wild stream and then 
coming away from it without fish.
